Weekly News Letter From 
Parliament B’ldgs, Ottawa

Parliament 


This week the House spent its time 
discussing motions of private mem- 
bers, for example: fhe British Colum- 
bia Fishing Industry, the Rules of the 
House and, besides that, a fair amount 
of estimates were passed “oncerning 
the Britieh Columbia Fishing Industry. 

During the discussion on the British 
Columbia Fishing Industry, Mr. Reid, 
the member who introduced the reso- 
lution, made one or two startling 
declarations; quoting from Hansard, 
we find this: “Let me cite one incident 
which occurred last year, when a white 
Canadian attempted to fish in the 
area between Steeveston and the 
mouth of the Fraser River. Fishermea 
of Japanese origin jumped on his boat, 

ut his engine out of commiasion, cut 

is nets, and assaulted him =  grevi- 
ously.” And, again, later on, we come 
to the following passage: “And yet, in 
the Fraser River we find a man who 
is in charge of the Japanese Associa- 
tion going around and telling the can- 
ners the quantity of fish they will get 
each day. But most serious of all, of 
course, is the control of the mouth of 
the Fraser River by the Japanese or 
those of Japanese origin, and whea 
there is any trouble they appeal imme- 
diately not to Canada, but to Japan.” 

I feel sure that the existence of such 
a situation is net generally known to 


Canadians. This discussion came on 
top of an earlier proposal to limit 
Japanese immigration into Canad. 


Altogether the Japanese situation has 
been very much in the limelight re- 
cently.

Foreign Affairs 


Without doubt, the gravity of th 
European situation has, for the mo- 
ment, overshadowed all other issues. 
It began with rumors that there 
existed internal strife within the 
British cabine:. ‘these rumors were 
later confirmed by the resignation of 
Anthony Eden, the Secretary of State. 

Mr. Eden does not want to have any 
dealings with dictators, because he 
does not trust them. On the other 
hand, Prime Minister, anxious to 
preserve peace at all costs, decided 1.2 
sacrifice his Foreign Secretary ani 
negotiate with states controlled 
through dictatorships. 

Naturally, the question is causing a 
good deal of controversy. Many peo- 
ple are criticizing Mr. Eden's attitude; 
the very fact that the occurrence is so 


widely discussed shows how times 
have changed. 
Before and during a part of the 


Great War Sir Edward Grey was 
Foreign Secretary. British Foreign 
policy was left in those days mostly 
to the Foreign Office and the Foreign 
Secretary; now, every British parlia- 
mentarian is a foreign policy expert, 
and some members of the cabinet -in- 
dulge in this hankering to dabble in 
foreign affairs tu the limit, and so the 
more experts we have, the more di3- 
agreement. 

Reading over the Memoirs of Colonel 
House, intimate friend and adviser of 
Woodrow -Wilson, I came across the 
proposals of Germany upon which 
that country was prepared to negotiate 
@ peace agreement. Some of the pro- 
posals were: 

“Restitution of the part of Upper 
Alsace occupied by the French. 

“Gaining of a frontier which woul 


protect Germany and Poland econ. 
omically and_= strategically against 
Russia, 


“Restitution of colonies in form of 
an agreement which would give Ger- 
many colonies adequate to her popu- 


lation and economic interest. 
“Restitution of those parts of 
France occupied by Germany under 


reservation of strategical and economic 
changes of the frontier and financial 
compensations. 

“Restoration of Belgium under spe- 
cial guaranty for the safety of Ger- 
many which would have to be decided 
on by negotiations with Belgium.

Political Corruption 


OTTAWA, Feb. 19.--Tuesday of this 
week, saw the stormiest session I have 
ever seen in this Huuse, since the be- 
ginning of this Parliament. The 
House was in a turmoil, and bitter 
words were hurled across the floor by 
various Party Leaders. It all started, 
when yuvur humble. correspondent 
moved an amendment to a motion that 
the House go into committee of supply. 
The amendment called for a complete 
investigation of charges of political 
graft and corruption referred to by 
the Leader of the Opposition during 
the debate on the speech from the 
throne. After stating e reasons why 
this should be done, the Prime Minis- 
ter replied that there were no definite 
charges upon which he could base an 
investigation; the Leader of the Oppo- 
sition skilfwly attempted to prove that 
he had made no definite charges, but 
I well remember his words to the ef- 
fect, that: “I know of levies being 
made in connection with the Canadian 
National Railways’ Contracts.” 

Many times during the debate, the 
Beauharnois scandal was resurrected, 
and more than once the famous epi- 
sode of the valley of humiliation was 
vividly brought back to life. But 
after having listened to all that was 
said, I fail to see why this Parliament 
should permit one of its leading mem- 
bers to make allegations, and to state 
that he knows of corruption in con- 
nection with government contracts, 
and to let him get away with it. The 
very best reply that could have been 
made to my amendment was to ap- 
point a committee and eithcr make tle 
leader of the Opposition prove his 
charges or make him admit that they 
were groundless. In my _ opinion, 
things of this nature tend to under- 
mine the political life of our country. 
Even if one is not an idealist, it can 
readily be agreed that the very fact 
that corruption is known to exist will 
produce in the public mind disrespect 
for the institutions of our country. 

The words that are said in tho 
House cf Commons are carried acrosa 
the country and reach the homes cf 
all the people in Canada and, after all, 
if we allow such shadows to cloud the 
House of Commons great, then, will be 
the wonderment of our people, and not 
a few of them wif] slowly, but with 
deep and mute conviction, begin to 
wonder at the pureness of our institu- 
tions and to ask themselves if we, .a 
this present parliament, will lose the 
traditions of those who came befove 
us, in a cloud of personal fear, and 
thus darken their last glimmer of faith 
in our political life. The best way to 
clear things up is to get a select com- 
mittee of the House busy on this ques- 
tion.

Your correspondent was very much 
interested in finding out that last year 
150,000 tons of coal were imported 
from Russia. Just try and imagine 
the amouat of coal that this means. 
It means that a trainload of coal, 
made up of 5,000 cars, and stretching 
all the way from Grande Prairie to 
Hythe, would be necessary to haul 
this coal. No less than 50 railway 
engines and 300 employees would be 
required to handle this train—and we, 
in the province of Alberta, with 17% 
of the total coal reserves of the world, 
just waiting for a market.
